Cleveland Delivers Himself of His Usual

Three months have passed since this record was 
made up, and he wrote me that he thought if I 
added 80 per cent to the figures which it con- 
tained I would strike the gt ag estimate of your 
condition today. While this shows the great- 
est faith and confidence in what. you can 
do I am inolined to think, from something 
I have recently seen published, that the rule thus 
laid down is none too liberal. The truth of the 
statements made in this newspaper report is 
clinched by the compiler when he says at the be- 
ginning: The fact is that it is almost impossible 
to lie about Kansas City.” And when a splendid 
delegation of your business-men called on me 
and in the kindest and most cordial way invited 
me to be your guest one of them was introduced 
as a dealer in real estate, who, it was declared, if 
I came here would sell me a city lot betore I 
left. And this reminds me of a friend who made 
a trip to the Pacific coast, and as he came 
back found his way to Kansas City and 
bought a lot. He went immediately home 
and when he arrived there he found that his lot 
had been sold for enough in advance of its cost 
to pay the expenses of his entire trip across the 
continent. Of course, there is no limit to what a 
community can do living in such a place as this 
and actuated by a spirit which these 
incidents manifest. Thus we find the value of 
the real estate transferred for the first six 
months of the year 1 to be something over 
$27,600,000, ‘while for the first six months of 
the 2 year the amount is more than 862, 
500,000. All transfers of real estate are 
not indicative of actual substantial 
city 8 The mere passing of 
land m owner to owner at enhanced prices 
may be asymptom of speculation which really 
creates no new value and adds nothing to mu- 
nicipal weaith or progress. But when buildings 
are put up by the purchasers of this land and 
tenants are found to occupy them for trade or for 
residence, it is a pretty sure sign that the busi- 
ness Of a city is increasing as well as the popula- 
tion. Kansas City stands the test of this rule, 
for during the six months ending June 30, 1887, 
the increase in the number of buildin 
issued and in the value of the buildings they 
covered kept pace with the value of the 
land tranaferred. I must not be expected to go 
further into the details of the things which show 
your progress. It is sufficient to state that it is 
aay in the activity of every branch of your 
diverse business, as well as in the vast public im- 
provements completed and under way, and 
which are made necessary by your phenomenal 
growth. In the statements I have seen of your 
city mention is made of Eastern investments 
here, and of their importance to you. The rich- 
ness of the country about you and its enhanced 
—— yan ig also stated as an important 

actor of your greatness; and your railroad facil- 

ities, placing youin communication with your 
fellow-countrymen in every direction, you must 
admit are indispensable to your development. 

I am reminded by these suggestions how de- 

ndent, after all, communities no less than in- 

viduals are upon notonly the gifts of Provi- 
dence, but upon each other. I never could ap- 
preciate any just cause for jealousy on the part 
of the West toward the East. If capital has ac- 
cumulated in the East the newer region of the 
West perhaps needs it for its building up. If you 
have products to sell it surely is no cause of of- 
fense if you find a market for them in the East. 
These conditions should make friends, not jeal- 
ous and suspicious enemies. Both sections are 
working, though pérhaps in different lines, to 
make our common country great and wealthy. 
Remember, too, that you are fast becoming the 
East to that vast country beyond you, upon 
which so much of your future prosperity must

Bennett, who in 
an instant made up his mind what to do, fired 
in the air. Luck had given him the mastery 
of the situation. He could have killed or 
maimed May, with personal consequences to 
himself which might have been very incon- 
venient. But the shot in the air was making 
May a present af his life and applying com- 
plete balm to his own wounded honor. May 
can never offend Bennett again. To him he is 
virtually a dead man.

NATIONAL INDUSTRIAL REFORMERS. 


Convention at Springfield with Fifteen Del- 
égates—Astonishing Resolutions. 

_ SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 13.—[Special.]—The 
National Industrial Reform Convention met 
in the Senate Chamber at 11 o’clock today 
with-fifteen delegates present instead of the 
600 expected. They represent Illinois, Kan- 
sas, Galifornia, Louisiana, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, and the District of Columbia, 
Mrs. Belva A. Lockwood being present for 
the District. W. E. Kirby of Philadelphia 
was chosen Chairman and Robert J. Williams 
of New Orleans Secretary. The resolutions 
presented and referred embody fifty-seven 
distinct propositions. Mr. Williams led off 
with a demand that Congress shall forth- 
with order the Secretary of the Treasury to 
print 51, 200,000, 00 not of romissory 
notes but of declaratory, full legal 
tender, silk threaded paper money of 
the United States of America, and to imme- 
diately call all the outstanding United States 
bonds for immediate redemption at par. SB. 
E. Booth of Kansas submitted haifa dozen 
planks, the leading one being in favor of 
free, untaxed, and untaxable homes for all 
citizens, Greenup Davis of Springfield sub- 
mittea thirty-three separate propositions 
looking to a simple ven of improved gov- 
ernment for the world. One of his proposi- 
tions demands the improvementof the human 
race by preventing the marriage of all 
sickly, infirm, disabied, and diseased persons. 
The only other striking proposition of his is 
in these words: “Abolishing of all sacri- 
fices, adorations, and prayers, and of the 
teaching of the immortality of the soul.” 
Mr. Redstone includes in his resolutions a 
compulsory eight-hour law, opposition to alien 
land holding, and the sweeping issue of legal- 
tender mwopey by the Government. Booth 
has another demanding compulsory instruc- 
tion in law and medicine m the . pubic 
schools, and Mrs. Lockwood one each in fa- 
vor of woman suffrage and the suppression 
of the manufacture and sale of — 
liquors. Some disappointment was evince 
at the absence of Citizen Train, but it was 
said he would probably arrive in the morn- 
ing. The evening session was entirely de- 
voted to speeches. 

It is understood that Train wants to speak 
before the convention. He is not an accred- 
ited delegate, but under the rule that all re- 
formers, are entitled to seats he could come 
in. The leaders do not want him to speak in 
the convention, but arrangements are mak- 
ing to hear him in a public hal! if he comes. 
It is said he wil visit the Governor in the in- 
terest of the Anarchists.

ON THEIR WAY TO DEXTER. 


David Stain and Oliver Smith Taken to the 
Scene of Barron’s Murder. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 18.—(Special.]—Oliver 
Smith, alias Cromwell, and David L. Stain, the 
alleged murderers of J. W. Barron, cashier of 
the National Savings Bank of Dexter, Me., who 
were brought here yesterday and held in the Bos- 
ton Tombs over night, left for Dexter 
this morning. After Stain and Smith 
were given a breakfast in their cells 
at the city prison, they were handcuffed to the 
Sheriffs in charge and taken to tne Eastern 
Railroad Depot, where they took the 9 o'clock 
train for Dexter. Stain's face showed signs of 
much worriment. His cheeks were sunken and 
his eyes bloodshot. He was also very nervous 
and scanned the face of everybody that entered 
the car. Cromwell appeared to be not at all 
nervous. Neither of the men seemed inclined to 
talk. Smith was especially morose. A large 
crowd was gathered in Portsmouth, N. H., 
u pon the arrival of the train, all anxious to get a 
look at the alleged murderers. At Portland 
another large crowd was atthe station. Stain, 
the man accused of being e the 
crime, was asked if he had his son’s con- 
fession, He said he had not. He was handed a 
paper containing the story, but the officer would 
not allow him to read it. 

Smith, however, was allowed to read it. He 
perused the account with great interest until he 
reached the details of the murder as given by 
young Stain. At that point Smith’s emotions 
overcame him and he broke down in tears. It 
is enough to overcome any man,“ be said, to be 
accused of such a crime as that.” Then, without 
urging, he talked with the greatest freedom and 
ag ere caudor about the case. “I never was 
in Dexter or near there in my life,” he said, “ and 
I know nothi whatever about the murder.“ 
He was asked about his relations with Stain 
and spoke ih strong terms of condemnation of 
him and his record. “He has been no 
friend of mine for six or eight years, he said. 
He is a 3 bad man has made his 
living by crime, I lived near him in Medfield for 
years, and I admit that I was concerned with him 
there in one or two small jobs of — . grain 
from cars on the Old Colony Railroad. broke 
with him then, however, for I found I would be 
sure to got into trouble.

Smith 
has every appearance of an honest man. He

referred to was perfectly cognizant of the 
disabled condition of the passenger en- 
gine, and knew the precise locality of 
the train; how fast it was running, and how 
rapidly the freight behind it was gaining. 
He must have known that a collision was in- 


evitable, even if the passenger train had not 
halted at the water tank a few miles west of 
Kouts, for his reports from the stations 
passed in succession by the two trains showed 
tom that the freight was running within 
nearly twice the speed of the passenger 
train, and that with only eleven minutes 
between them at Boone Grove the 
former would overtake the latter in- 
side of thirty minutes. Yet there were no 
orders for the conductor ef the freight nor 
instructions for the conductor of the passen- 
ger.

What He Says Concerning Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Vilas’ Libel Suit. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. .13.—[Special.]—Law-

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THE PRODUCERS UNITE AGAINST THE 
GREEDY MIDDLEMEN, 


Shippers ef This District Decide to Form 
the Chicage Milk-Supply Association, 
Which Shall Attend to the Wants of 
Consumers Directly—To Lower the Price, 
Yet Increase the Profitse—An Organizing 
Committee Appointed—The Price for 
the Next Six Months. a 


The formation of the Chicago Milk-Supply 
Association was tne ultimate result of the 
two long sessions of the Milk-Shippers’ Cen- 
tral Union at the Sherman House yesterday. | 
The Chicago Milk-Supply Association is an 
organization which has been long projected 
by the dairymen of the Chicago district. Its 
promoters wish to protect the public and 
themselves, and to extirpate the unscrupv- | 
lous middlemen, who they say are a dead ! 
weight on “the trade.“ | 

The meeting had a large attendance, Maj. 
I. W. Thompson of Joliet presiding. Mr. 
Uverson of Carpenter moved that all milk- 
producers present be declared delegates 
without any formality,” which was unanj- 
mously agreed to. After reports of commit- 
tees the main business of the assemblage 
was at once entered upon. 

J. Uverson read a long report of a commit- 
tee to revise the plan of organization of a co- 
operative association of the milk suppliers of 
Chicago. The revised plan recommended 
the formation of ajoint-stock company with 
a capital of $100,000, 10,000 shares at $10 a 
share. Each shareholder or dairy district is 
to subscribe for as many shares as they send 
cans of milk to the C market. The 
stock is to be non-transfera to the gen- 
eral public. The company is to be governed 
by an executive board of seven, who will ap- 
point the officers. The business of the com- 
pany will be to purchase all the milk shipped 
to Chicago, to resell to the milk peddlers and 
general customers, to equalize the. freight 
c and to return to each producer an 
absolutely uniform net price. In the report 
it was demonstrated that to attain these ob- 
jects the company would have to purchase all 
the superfluous stock which now either goes 
to the factories or is thrown on the market 
at a sacrifice, tending to lower prices to the 

advantage of the middlemen. 

It was stated Chicago consumes daily 
about 10,000 cans of milk, while 2,000 cans

go to the factories. The former, under 
the present system, average $1 

r can of eight gallons, the 
fatter 60 cents. The company, when it mo- 
nopolhizes the whole — Will se the 
price of the factory supp — or if this can- 
not be done will those who are instructed 


to send their uct to the adjacent factories 
a sum equal to the difference between the 
city ana factory price, thus keeping the su- 
per fluous supply from breaking up the cit 

wholesaie prices for the benefit of the mid- 
dlemen. Mr. Uverson believed that the pro- 
ducers thus combined could obtain an aver- 
age increase of 10 cents percan for their prod- 
uct, that many small middiemen and some 
of the larger unscrupulous dealers would be 
forced out of the business, that the quality 
of milk served to the public would be better, 
and that the price would not be higher but 

bably lower than at present. 

r. E. Morse of Ridgeland read the report 
of a committee appointed to institute in- 
quiries as to the working of codperative 
milk supply associations in other cities. He 
gave full accounts of associations in Phiia- 
delphia, New York, Lowell, etc., which had 
been established for form one to five years 
and had worked advantageously to producers, 
consumers, and dlers. 

H. Gilkerson of Hampshire read the report 
of a committee which treated the matter 
from another standpeint. Taking the 10,000 
cans per as a is, he figured out the 
cost of distribution and the additional profits 
to be realized by codperation. The operations 
of the projec association will be of great 
magnitude, according to his figures. Six 
acres of warehouse room, stables, etc., would 
be i and atleast 600 men and 750 horses. 
This does not provide for any retail peddling, 
which would ee at 1 erate times as 
many men and horses. . erson * 
out the yearly expenses at about 8700. and 
the additional fits of codperation at about 
$1,100,000, the difference going into the pock- 
ets of the producers. 

During the reading of Mr. Gilkerson’s re- 
port a man named Jay made a strong kick 
against the presence of reporters at the 
mee Several seconded him, but he was 
finally squelched. Mr. Norton said that 
they had nothing to hide or to be ashamed 
of, and that the widest publicity would serve 
their purpose best. 

Mr. W. H. Norton of Dundee spoke upon the 
various reports. We will do the public a t 
service,“ he said, if we can drive out of the 
dairy business the small, irresponsible pro- 
ducers who sell to cheating peddlers under 
the market rate, both of them victimizing the 
consumer by watering their milk or by worse 
practices.“ He said that those who took 
stock in the company would probably not be 
required to any more than 25 per cent of 
the par value of their holdings, and 
balance could be paid in notes 
that would be void if the company did 
not .succeed—which was a very improb- 
able result. The object of the associa- 
tion would not be the payment of large divi- 
dends but solely the maintenance of stead 
prices. The company could not be organi 
to do business until next spring. Under no 
circumstances should the price of milk be 
over seven cents a quart. 

At the afternoon session the first business 
was fixing the wholesale price of milk for 
the next six months. A stormy, long debate 
was started, in which both parties admitted 
that the milk-producers were not making 
any profit at 2 and that during the 
winter many of them would work at a loss. 
One party desired a large increase in the 
price; the other said that was impracticable 
and impossible. Several winter contracts 
had already been made, it .was argued, and 
these would rule quotations for the whole 


supply. 

At this point a dairyman called the atten- 
tion of the Chair to anumbenof Chicago 
milk salesmen present and requested that 
they be asked to withdraw, as they were 
very active and were  preparin to 
vote on the matter. The Chairman ed 
the unwelcome visitors, after which ‘the 
assemblage went into a committee of the 
whole. A compromise was agreed upon,’ 
wich fixed the price of milk for November, 
December, January, and February at $1.25 
per can of eight gallons, for March at $1.20, 
and for April $1, an ave of $1.20 for the 
six months. It was claimed that tnese figures 
could not be maintained, as contracts at $1.15 
had already been made. 

Discussion of the association project fol- 
lowed. One speaker made the point that 
the dealers would account for tke high price 
of milk by saddling the responsibility on the 
combination of the producers. The Chair- 
man replied that the press would attend to 


that. 

The Chairman desired all who were ready 
to subscribe for ten shares of stock or more 
to deposit $1 for preliminary expenses, the 
subscribers afterwards to appoint a commit- 
tee to take action. Forty-three dollars was 
at once handed in. The following commit- 
tee was appointed to attend to the details of 
organization: J. M. Thompson, Joliet; W. 
H. Norton, Dundee; G. Van Walkenburg, 
Huntley; O. S. McAllister, Hampshire; Dr.

A CAR-HEATER THAT STOOD A TEST 


Thrown from the Top of a Seven-Stery 
Building, It Holds Its Fire All Right. 

A test of a patented jacket for car-heaters, 
which is to prevent the contact of live coals with 
the woodwork in cases of railroad accident, was 
made yesterday afternoon st the buiiding in 
course of erection at No. 321 Dearborn street. 
The test 1 to be quite 86 success, and it 
looked as if the patent fulflled all that was 
claimed for it. The inventor is A. W. Herr, and 
his invention not only consists of a jacket but 
of a stove as well; but the test made on 
the jacket, a description that will suffice. 
The jacket consists of a double safety cas of 
wrought iron, the vertical rods helding the stove 
inside and the casing together on the out- 
side, thus rendering impossible ir burning 
through. A section of the deuble safety casing 
swings outward, affording acceis to the stove 

roper. This outer door wo on eccentric 

ges, remaining open only wien held. A ro- 
tary top in the jacket allows the air heated by 
inner uradiation to escape thmugh openings, 
which arefarranged so that incase of the gravity of 
the car being disturbed they close automatically, 


allowing no ee thro which coals or ashes 
can escape. All the openings in the jacket are 
similarly arranged. The is supplied with air 


through a pipe which runs jhrough the roof of 

the car into a perforation a side of the cas- 

ing. and an opening is pro for the smoke 
ue. 


In yesterday's test an ordipary car-heater was 
used and the jacket placed und it. A strong 
fire was built and the stove was thrown off the 
roof of the unfinished b into a muslin- 
covered lot near by. was 114 feet, 
and in its fall the device turted over and over, 
finally landing on its side withaheavy thump, 
imbedding itself in the — Not a spark was 
visible; nothing of a fire coull de seen except the 
smoke issuing from the szgoke- fue. After the 
door of the jacket was openel pieces of the stove, 
which had been shattered, fol out, but the jacket 
itself showed only a sligi indentation in the 
first or vuter compartment, here it had struck 
the ground. At the close ofthe test the inventor 
made an excited speech in fhich he denounced 
the railroad companies for not adopting his pa- 
tent. Some of the railroad people who had been 
invited may have been nd, but if so they 
were modest, not ventu to ask any ques- 
tions, but e way as soon as the 
test was made. e inventr, A. W. Herr, tested 
his jacket and heater overthree years ago, and 
it was then voted a good thing by the railroad 
folks. The expense of new stoves jwill 
treble the cost of the old os, and this may be a 
strong reason for its rejegion by unscrupulous 
railroad companies. The jcket can be made so 
that it can be readily adjuted to the car-stoves 
at present in use. Mr. Her has made many at- 
tempts to introduce his patent, but he has 
always received the cold sulder.

the Upper Mississippi Valley. In the event of 
the continued ascendency of the slave-labor 


Democracy—the party to which Mr. Cleve- 


land then belonged—Mr. Seward anticipated 
only blight and ruin for the Northwest in 
common with all other parts of the country. 
This part of the prediction seems to have 
escaped Mr. Cleveland altogether, The solid 
Northwest, from Ohio to Kansas, followed Mr. 
Seward’s injunctions and rolled back slavery 
and crushed it out of existence. . 

In his address at St. Paul Mr. Seward fol- 
lowed the same line of argument and appeal 
as in all his campaign speeches in 1860. He 
declared that an irrepressible conflict had 
arrived, and while not advocating at that 
time interference with slavery inside the 
Southern States he held that the question 
whether the Nation should be secured for 
freedom or abandoned to slavery was at hand 
and must be settled. If slavery was kept 
within the limits then éxisting it must be- 
fore long die a natural death; if allowed to 
expand it would seize the entire continent— 
such was Seward’s argument. In a speech 
delivered not long before that at St. Paul he 
said: 

Either the cotton and rice fields of South Caro- 
lina and the sugar piantations of Louisiana will 
ultimately be tilled by free labor, and Charles 
ton and New Orleans become marts for legiti- 
mate merchandise alone, or else the rye fields 
and wheat fields of Massachusetts and New York 
must again be surrendered by their farmers to 
slave culture and the uchion of slaves, and 


ton and New York me once more mar 
kets for trade in the bodies and souls of men. 


Dangling the Presidency before Douglas’ 
eyes tie slave oligarchy made him their 
catspaw to help them to repeal the Missouri 
Compromise in 1854, which had restricted 
slavery to the territory south of 36° 30 — the 
south line of Kansas. The way was thus 
opened to extend slavery through the Terri- 
tories north to the British line, and shut out 
the free States from the c coast. Said 
Seward: “Divided by this wall, the free 
States become imbecile and slavery grasps 
the dominion of the Republic.” Further- 
more the slave power, with the aid of its 
Northern allies, had strengthened the Fugi- 
tive Slave law in.the attempt by force of 
Congressional enactment to make citizens of 
the North hunters and catchers of escaping 
bondsmen. The right was also claimed, un- 
der the Dred Scott decision of a Democratic 
Supreme Court, to take slaves into free 
States temporarily“ as freely as a citizen 
of the North might take horses or mules with 
him into a Southern State. Necessarily 
such residence of a slave-owner and his 
slaves inside a free State could continue in- 
definitly under the term “temporary,” and 
under such a doctrine the corn bottoms of 
Illinois might have been worked by Southern 
slaves, although the State was nominally 
free. Nevertheless, during the entire Lin- 
coln campaign of 1860 these claims and de- 
mands of the slave barons were asserted 
with increasing loudness, boldness, and in- 
solence. The determination was to push 
slavery into all the States and Territories. 
Seward was profoundly right.. The slave 
system could no longer remain stationary— 
it had to conquer new territory or be over- 
thrown; the struggle of 1860 was a political 
death-grapple between the two forces, and 
the question then decided at the ballot-box 
and afterwards fought out in battle was 
whether bondage or freedom should prevail 
throughout the United States. That was 
what lay at the bottom of the whole struggle. 

It 1s with an ill grace that Mr. Cleveland 
in tendering congratulations to the people of 
St. Paul and Minnesota employed the lan- 
guage of William H. Seward. When Mr. 
Seward made his prediction at St. Paul Mr. 
Cleveland was doing all in his power to pre- 
vent any resistance to the aggressions of 
slavery, just as at a later day he voted to 
stop the war for the Union, and still later ar- 
rayed himself against the adoption of tne 
constitutional amendments. Slavery was 
abolished, the Union preserved, and freedom 
nationalized solely because men of Cleve- 
land’s doctrines and sympathies were fought 
down in the South and outvoted in the 
North. Had his doctrines prevailed seces- 
sionism would have been justified and the 
Union disrupted or slavery legalized through- 
out the land. So far as consistency is con- 
cerned Mr. Cleveland appears to much great- 
er advantage when lauding Calhoun and in- 
sisting that Calhounism should be more gen- 
erally taught and understood, as he did in his 
letter to the Charlestonians at the unveiling 
of Calhoun’s monument, than when using 
the language of William H. Seward to con- 
gratulate the people of the Northwest on the 
prosperity that has followed the triumph of 
the Republican free-labor iaea and system. 


THE RIVER IMPROVEMENT CONVENTION. 

The resolutions passed at the recent ses- 
sion of the River Improvement Convention at 
Peoria cover considerable territory. The 
Illinois Valley men urge upon Congress the 
acceptance of the locks and dams ceded to 
the General Government by the Legislature, 
the appropriation of sufficient money to com- 
plete the locks and dams now under construc- 
tion on the Lower Illinois, and one-third of 


done, a canal good for navigable purposes 
to river steamers has been constructed and 
the water has been turned down into the 
valley, it will be mud ease 46 get Congress 
to complete the navigation of its own rivers, 
the Despiaines and Illinois. It will be a 
hopeless effort to inducé Congress to build 
the ship canal between here and Joliet. Who 
is gong to do it? What influences can be 
brought to bear to induce it to spend thirty or 
forty millions in the building of such a ditch, 
against which the cry will at once be made 
that it is a private sewage outlet for Chicago? 
It would all be nice enough, as we have said, 
if Congress were likely to accept the proposi- 
tions made in these resolutions and it did 
not entail an immense amount of log-rolling 
tor canals in half a dozen other States and 
the appropriation ot $20 elsewhere for every 
dollar spent upon our ship canal. Chicago 
will save time and greatly expedite the 


herself instead of waiting upon Congress, 
which will be likely to ask why the General 
Government should build a canal when the 
City of Chicago, for its own drainage vur- 
poses, would be willing to do it. ! 


WELSH DISESTABLISHMENT—IRISH HOME 
RULE. 


Disestablishment for Wales and home rule 


| for Ireland is to be the program of the Brit- 


ish Liberals during the winter campaign and 
in the next session of Parliament. This was 
determined at the conference between Lord 
Spencer, Sir William Harcourt, Lord Rose- 
bery, Mr. John Morley, and Mr. Gladstone 
at the latter’s residence at Hawarden 
Wednesday. It will be submitted to and 
doubtless approved by the Liberal Federation, 
which will meet at Nottingham in & few 
days. It is simple, sufficiently comprehen- 
sive, and likely to be popular. It has been 
determined by the Hawarden conference also 
that there is no necessity for further defin- 
ing the home-ruie plan. There will be no 
more expianation of details or statements as 
to modifications of the Gladstone plan of last 
year. This will disappoint Mr. Chamberlain, 
who has been calling very loudly on Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Morley to explain and 
elucidate their new scheme. He would im- 
mediately attack some detail of the plan. The 
“oid parliamentary hand" does not want to 
give hima chance at that kind of dangerous 
criticism. This appears good policy. It will 
be time enough to get down to details when 
Mr. Gladstone has a majority at his back to 
give effect to the principle of home rule. Any 
discussions of well-defined plans now would 
only lead to dissensions which would com- 
fort nobody but the Tories and mugwump 
Liberals. 

The question of Welsh disestablishment 
has long been ripe for solution. It will not 
interfere with the Irish part of the program 
to take it up now, and it will greatly please 
the Welsh and Scotch Liberals and the Rau- 
icals generally. The injustice of maintaining 
the Episcopal Church in the little principality 
by taxes, nine-tenths of which are paid by 
Methodists and Presbyterians, has been ad- 
mitted years ago. The Welsh people have 
long protested against the injustice, but. in 
vain. Twenty-six of the thirty Welsh mem- 
bers of Parliament favor disestablishment. 
In the event of a general election turning on 
the issue Wales wouid send the whole thirty 
pledged to disestablishment. Tithes were 
resisted in parts of Wales last winter 
as determinedly as rack-rents are resisted in 


Ireland. The Welsh farmers had their plan 


of campaign, like the Irish cotters. The 
meeting-house bell summoned the people of 
a whole countryside to obstruct the bailiffs 
and to prevent auctions of farm stock to 
meet the demands of the alien clergymen. 
The latter are mostly Englishmen and the 
creatures of the landlords. Their congrega- 
tions are mostly landlord understrappers, 
bailiffs, sub-agents, and the like. It has been 
very galling and very burdensome to the 
Welsh Methodists to pay for the religion of 
such persons; moreover when they hold such 
religion to be rank heresy. 

Disestablishment in Wales will, of course, 
be followed by disestablishment in Scotland, 
and it will not be long until an attack in 
force will be made on the Church in En- 
gland. For this reason the new program 
will be hailed with delight by the English 
and Scotch Radicals. It will strengthen 
them immensely. It will rally to their sup- 
port all the dissenting bodies of Great 
Britain—Methodists, Presbyterians, Baptists, 
Quakers, and all the liberal Episcopalians. 
It will not lose them a vote, for it is well 
known that neariyjall the Established Church 
clergy are rank Tories and anti-home-rulers. 
The squire and the parson—that is to say, 
the landlord and the Episcopalian minister-- 
have been the twin political props of the 
Tories. 

The Chamberlain faction of the Radicals 
will not relish this Gladstonian new depart- 
ure in the least. It will embarrass them very 
materially, as they are pledged to the eyes in 
its favor. Only last week Chamberlain an- 
nounced in Birmingham that he favored 
Welsh disestablishment. And yetif he and 
his followers should vote in favor of it when 
proposed in Parliament it might lead to the 
overthrow of the Government. Hartington 
and his followers, who are Tories at heart, 
would definitly cut aloof from the Liberal 
party on such an issue. This would be a gain 
also. It seems good policy as well as justice 
to adopt this part of the new Liberal pro- 


gram.

The honest workingmen will hardly 
be fools enough to play into the hands of the 
monopolists and strengthen their power to 


thwart justice dy voting for the defeat ot 


this admirable law. Respectable Democrats 
will not care to follow the lead of boodlers 
and jury-fixers in voting against it. It is 
not in any sense a partisan measure. It has 
been submitted by the unanimous vote of the 
Judges of Cook County, ten of whom are 
Democrats and ten Republicans, and half a 
dozen of whom were elected by a distinctive 
labor-p vote. It cannot go into opera- 
tion without the consent of those Judges; 
and it can be allowed to lapse into disuse by 
them if it does not work satisfactorily. It is 
intended for the protection of the poor as 
well as the wealthy and the well-to-do. The 
workingmen will have a fairer representa- 
tion on the juries under it than they have 
now. The loafers and ward-workers will 
not monopolize the service. Every intelli- 
gent workingman eligible for service under 
the existing law is eligible under the new 
law. 

There is no doubt of its adoption if the 
friends of the measure are careful in the 
printing of the election tickets. The only 
hope of its opponents lies in the chance that 
they may be able to impose on the voters by 
doctored tickets. The warning against the 
schemers comes none too soon. 


Tue Atlanta (Ge.) Wational, an organ of the 
colored men in the South, has gallantly 
placed the names of Lincoln and Grant as its 
candidates for 188.

The advisability of 
maintaining three town governments within the 
city can be then brought before the voters, and 
they can ballot on consolidation intelligently. 
The law is there when it is necessary to use it, 
and there is no hurry about it.

ALLOTMENT OF INDIAN LANDS, 


And Sale of the Surplus to Actual Settlers— 
A Misunderstanding Correc 

Baxter Sramos, Kas, Oct. 10.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.}]—There is considerable misunder- 
standing with regard to the allotment of Indian 
lands near Baxter Springs, Kas.. and some land- 
speculators are putting out advertisements which 
may be misleading to many of your readers. 

The fact is, last winter Congress passed a bill 
authorizing the President to order the allotment 
of Indian lands in certain reservations, allowing 
the Indians to select for their own use about 320 
acres for each family, and to sell the surplus 
lands to actual settlers. 

A short time ago the President ordered the al- 
lotment of the lands of the Quapaw. Miami, 
Peoria, Modoc, Seneca, Wyandotte, Pottawato- 
mie, and Ottawa Indians, comprising over 500,000 
acres of very fertile land, lying immediate) 
south of Baxter Springs, Kas. 2 

Indian- Commissioner Atkins is hard at work 
carrying out the provisions of this bill, and says 
that as soon as the Indians can make their selec- 
tions the surpius lands will be sold to actual set- 
tiers, but he thinks it will be three months be- 
fore white persons will be allowed to make 
claims on these lands, and it would be unwise for 
settiers to crowd into the Territory and attempt 
to take up homesteads until they can do so legal- 
ly and without coming in contact with tne Gen- 
eral Government. . 

The editorial in Tas Trreuns of Sept. 28 meets 
the approval of all the better class of Indians 
and people at large. Only a few Quakers, 
traders, and squaw men are opposed to the 
policy of the Government. Heretofore only the 
most unprincipled class of white men were al- 
lowed to remain in the Territory. The allotment 
in severalty of these lands means the utter ex- 
tinction of the Indians as Indians. They will 
now be surrounded with thrifty. industrious 
farmers; they will have good schools; they will 
pay taxes; they will soon intermingie and inter- 
marry with the whiterace; and they will become 
imbued with the patriotism and responsibility of 
American citizens. 

Communism has beentriea for many years in 
the Territory. and it has proved a 
delusion and a snare. The Quapaw tribe 

alone has 63,000 acres of e finest 
—— in tde world. It is worth 
over $1,000,000. 


There are but fifty-four members 
of this tribe, and they have scarcely ten acres of 
land under cultivation, and but few of them 
speak English. This tribe live chiefly on car- 
rion, or animals which have died of disease. 
They are literally starving to death, when if 
their lands were sold the interest on the money 
would pay their board at the Grand Pacific or 
Palmer House. 

The Modocs, who were a few years the 
most hostile tribe in the West, have been thrown 
more in contact with the whites. and are indus- 
trious anc self-supporting. Scar-Faced Charley, 
a noted war chief, is a well-to-do farmer, and 
Steamboat-Frank has become a very eloquent 
preacher,and wears as good clothes as any cir- 
cuit-rider. 

The Peortas, Miamis, and Ottawas have inter- 
married with the whi'es until there are no full 
bloods left in those tribes. They are industrious, 
and have good farms and improvements. 

The Wyandottes are quite wealthy, as also are 
the Senecas. Then fs a noted Seneca Indian, is 
worth over 8500, e has built a railroad, and 
has a very fine brass bana, which he keeps up at 
his own expense—the members being all haltf- 
breeds or full biood Indians. 

It may be as well to state that the Allotment 
Dill only affects the northeast corner of the In- 
dian Territory: but the question is being agitated 
in the Cherokee, Choctaw. and other tribes; 
and, from the best information your correspond- 
ent can learn, a majority of the five great civil- 
ized tribes are in favor of allotment in severalty, 
and will press that measure in their Legislatures 
rext winter. It is undoubtedly the only solution 
of the vexed Indian question; and. when all the 
Indian lands are allotted and the Indians be- 
come citizens of the United States, may this be 
the final end of Communism, aan a 


ganism.

They can only load seven and a half 
tons of live hogs in a single-deck car, but they 
can ioad fourteen tons of provisions in a car, be- 
sides four to five tons of ice free of charge. us 
the Western packers have an advantage of 78 
cents per hog over the Chicago packers. All the 
Eastern ro run double-deck cars. 

All the Chicago packers ask of the roads is to 
carry live bogs at the same price per ponnd they 
charge for carrying provisions, which they could 
do with double-deck cars and increase their 
earn! $20 on every fourteen tons of live hogs. 
The Lilinois Central is the worst kicker against 
double-deck cars. 

Isuppose they want the hogs packed in the 
West so ge A Will get rid of hauling provisions 
South. Let the Missouri Pacific Road do it. 
Packers have done allin their power to get the 
railroads to look to their own interests and pro- 
tect Chic We have only commenced to foes 
this packing interest. It the roads continue 
their arbitrary rules against Chicago packers in 
two years will lose the bulk of this pack- 
ing industry.

CHANCE FOR DIPLOMATS. | 


THE GOVERNMENT QUIETLY INVESTI- 
GATING THE CHINESE CONCESSIONS. 


Determined that the Rights of American 
Citizens Shall Be Protected if Occasion 
Arises—Commissioner Colman’s Decis- 
ion Regarding Admiss'on of Cattle to the 
Chicago Fat-Stock Show—Government 
Control of Telegraph Lines—Wants Part 
of O’Brien’s Fortune. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Oct. 13.—[Special.]— 
Though the State Department has heretofore 
hinted that it was having nothing to do with 
the Barker-Mitkiewicz Chinese concession 
there are reasons for believing that it is tak- 
ing steps to find out if any cause for action 
by the United States may devolop. In deny- 
ing the English dispatches which said the 
concessions had been canceled, Wharton 
Barker declared if this were done the Gov- 
ernment of the United States would have 
something to say. It is now reported that 
the State Department had news which not 


only sustains the reports of attempts on 


the part of foreigners at the treaty 
ports of China to interfere, but through the 
agencies of the reactionary influences about 
Tsung Le Yamen to neutralize the operations 
of the concession entirely. This is strength- 
ened by the fact that the Government for 
several days has been quietly arranging for 
an investigation of the subject, evidently an- 
ticipating a crisis which will demand 
its offices in behalf of an _ impor- 
tant interest in which the capital and 
enterprise of Americans are involved. 
If the transaction was arranged between the 
Chinese Government and the representatives 
of the syndicate as a thoroughly understood 
private affair without involving any dipio- 
matic complications, the Government having 
clearly established: that point, evidently in- 
tends to see that foreign intrigue, carried on 
through motives of commercial rivalry and 
envy, shali not stand in the way of carrying 
out the arrangements in a purely business 
way. The latest developments here show 
that the Government is beginning to realize 
the magnitude of the undertaking and the 
2 of important diplomatic action 
ing demanded.

monia. They must also be a by am- 


davits from the owner and two other reputable 
citizens of the county showing that they have 
not been exposed to the disease within six 
months prior to the date of such affidavits. Cat- 
tle from the Union Stock-Yards at Chicago may 
be admitted without special permits. Permission 
also granted to transport animals which have 

n at the Fat-Stock Show by rail from the Ex- 
2 Building to any rt of the United 
tates, providing the regulations given above 
are enforced by the officers in charge, and pro- 
vided that all the cattle admitted to the Exposi- 
tion Buil during the show are unloaded from 
the cars at this building and taken directly into 
it, and that all cattle removed for shipment to 
other counties or States are loadedin cars at the 
Exposition Building and are allowed to go to no 
other place or p in Cook County. The

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A Woman Who Wants Part of O’Brien’s 
Fortune—Other Matters.

Agents of the various roads in the Central Traffic 
Association convened at Chairman Blanchard's 
office yesterday, and the first question taken up 
for consideration was rates on export business. 
As is generally known the rates on export traffic 
have been severely demoralized for the last two 
months. In some instances rates on export 
freight through to Liverpool were quoted at low- 
er figures than the freight rates to seaboard 
points.

and Central Traffic Association was held in 
New York for the purpose of stopping

upon all 1 freights which are not covered 
by through bills of lading at the time of ship- 
ment. The Chicago Committee of the Central 
Traffic Association, to which the foregoing was 
referred to be put into practical effect, having 
called to their aid other members of the sssocia- 
tion who represented important interests in the 
same question, after a long and animated dis- 
cussion agreed upon a report and recommenda- 
tions and presented them to yesterday's meet- 
ing. The resolution provides new procedure 
which may affect a large part of the export trade 
ot the country. To make the rule effective and 
just to all interests involved therefore uires 
forethought, the discussion and determination of 
many essential details, and that there should be 
proper understandings and adjustments between 
conflicting rail. and steam interests before the 
rates or regulations to govern such traffic can be 
properly submitted to the votes of the — 
committee. The time allotted to the committee 
for the consideration of all these branches of the 
question was not sufficient to enable it to report 
in detail. The committee therefore recommends: 

First—That the association appoint a perma- 
nent Export Freight Committee to consist of one 
representative to be named by each of the east- 
ward Chicago roads in or out of the association 
and one representative of each other railway in 
the association which may desire representation 
thereon. the chairman of this association to be a 
member of said committee and act as its chair- 
man; the committee may also appoint sub-com- 
mittees at other points, as on cotton, tobacco, 
etc., and add thereto members of other 
outside of the association. 

Second—That the first tariffs and the basis 
upon which they are made be referred with the 
rules intended to govern the same to the joint 
committee for ratification. But ip view 
of the necessity which may arise for subsequent 
prompt action, the joint committee be requested 
to give the Export Freight Committee the au- 
thority, when requested, to change the rates 
from time to time witbout the delay attendant 
upon voting thereon. 

hird—That all export rates by allfsteamers 
through all Atlantic ports and on all classes of 
traffic be currently reported to the chairman of 
said committee for record a use of the as- 
sociation or its proper committees. 

Fourth That the ' Trunk Line Association be 
requested to clear all export traffic forwarded on 
through bills of lading via all the Atlantic ports, 
and make such monthly or stated reports of the 
resulte thereof as may be necessary or expedi- 
ent. > 
Fifth—That said Export Freight Committee 
confer with the Chesapeake & Ohio and other 
Southern lines. etc., with authority to invite 
their membership and codperation as to all traf- 
fic competitive with the lines in the joint com- 
mittee.

CHICAGO’S ART {NSTITUTE 


Something of Which the Citizens Should 
Be Proud—The Ball Collection. 

The new building of the Chicago Art Institute 
at Van Buren street and Michigan boulevard will 
be formally opened Nov. 19. The program in- 
cludes an exhibit of the art treasures so far col- 
lected and belonging to the ingtitute and a re- 
ception to members of the association. It was 
desired to extend invitations to others than 
members, but there are so many of the latter that 
the plan had to be abandoned. Numer- 
ous as the membership is, however, 
the institute will yet need the hearty 
and cordial support of the public, and as the 
enterprise is in the strictest sense a worthy and 
commendable one there is no good reason why 
that support should be withheld; in the 
managers of the institute propose to make it 
popular, and with thatend in view have deter- 
mined to set aside one or two days every week 
when admission will be free. They hope in this 
ee to command the support which they so much 

sire, 

One of the active spints at the head of 
the Art Institute is Charles L. Hutchin- 
son, the President of the Corn Exchange 
Bank. He is a young man, just 
past 30, but is ized as a competent art 
critic and one to whom the business of an 
exhibit of the kind proposed can safely be in- 
trusted. A day or 80 ago a 2 or THE 
TRIBUNE had a little chat with Mr. Hutchinson 
about the Art Institute and matters connected 
therewith, and in the course of conversation he 
had this to say. We are going to open our building 
Nov. 19, and at that time exhibit a loan collection 
of pictures, and will open to tne public in addition 
the Hall collection of casts. Mrs. Addie M. Hall 
Ellis, formerly Mrs. Hall, gave to the institute 
a sum of money with which to make a collection 
ofthis kind, and which will be known as the 
Hall collection. The idea of this collection of 
casts is to illustrate the history of sculpture from 
the earliest times up to the present, and I think 
we will be able to present a most creditable dis- 
play. We will also exhibit a collection of draw- 
ings and water-colors loaned us permanently by 
the Century Company of New York, and also a 
collection of autotypes presented the institute 
by Wirt D. Walker. We will have a fine col- 
lection of pictures from all over the country, 
such cities as Boston, New York, St. Paul, Mil- 
waukee, Detroit, and St. Louis sending us some 
of their best. Of course, Chicago will repre- 
sented in the collection. I'm afraid, however, 
we'll get nothing from Baltimore, and I'm so 
for that, as that — bas perhaps the finest col- 
lection in the United States. 

“The institute will be opened free every Sat- 
urday, and, if I can do 2 — to that end, it 
will also be opened free day. I hope the di- 
rectors will agree with me on that proposition, 
as my idea is to make ita public institution and 
one for the people. The admission fee to the 
public on other days will be cents. With ref- 
erence to membership, anyone can become a 
member for one year on the payment of $10.
